This Friday evening, Oct. 28, at 
7:80 o’elock at the town hall the 
voters have been summoned by a 
warrant posted last Friday, to 
consider the appropriation of 
funds for a new recreational. 
center in the construction of an 
auditorium-gymnasium and_ the 
remodeling of the high school in 
co-operation with the Public 
Works Administration. 

The business is contained in a 
single article, somewhat similar to 
an article offered at the last spe- 
cial meeting and by motion un- 
animously tabled, Edgar J. Liv- 
ingston, chairman of a special 
committee named to consider the 
high school needs, and a member 
of the school committee will offer 
the article in behalf of the com- 
mittee and explain its purpose 
when it will be offered to the 
voters fo rconsideration. All qual- 
ified voters of the town are urged 
to attend. The following is the 
article: 

Article 1. To see if the town 
will vote to reise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the. purpose 
of constructing an auditorium- 
gymnasium with equipment, and 
the remodeling of the present high 
school building with equipment; | 
and authorize and direct the Se- 
lectmen to accept on behalf of the 
town, for use in carrying out such 
project, a federal grant of money 
pursuant to the Public Works Ad- 
ministration, appropriation act of 
1988, and authorize a building 
committee to construct said proj- 
ect and contract with respect 
thereto; and authorize the trea- 
surer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow such sums 
as may be necessary to meet any 
appropriation made, and take any 
action relative thereto.

Mr. Livingston States 
Fully For Committee 


The High School Needs 


The special town meeting called 
for tonight, Friday, Oct. 28, un- 
der the same warrant as the pre- 
vious town meeting, gives the 
town an opportunity to actually 
reject or accept the federal grant 
in connection with the erection 
of a gymnasium and alterations 
and equipment for the present 
high school. The matter was laid 
on the table at the last town meet- 
ing because of the uncertainty as 
to the amount of damage done 
in the town and because it was 
not. known what state help might 
be forthcoming in connection 
with clearing up after the storm. 

Since that meeting many citi- 
sens, of the town have felt that the 
town should avail itself of the 
government help in connection 
with the smaller project, that of 
renovating the high school and 
adding much needed equipment, 
although they felt that under the 
present circumstances the larger 
project was too much to ask the 
town to do now. Accordingly, at 
the meeting tonight a project 
amounting to $15,000 will be pre- 
sented, of which the government 
would contribute $6,750 and the 
town expend $8,250, somewhat as 
follows: 

(1) to change the heating 
plant in the present high school 
to an oil heating unit with steam 
heat extensions; 

(2) to put im new toilets 
with proper ventilation and to 
thoroughly renovate the base- 
ment. This renovation in the 
basement would give two addi-— 
tional rooms; 

(3) to renovate the remain- 
der of the building, which would 
include such items as replaster- 
ing where necessary, new floor- 
ing at special points, a new 
front entrance, new lighting 
fixtures, and a thorough paint- 
ing inside and out. 

The present high school »build- 
ing is 28 yeats old and has had no 
major alterations during all these 
years. The repair budget of vari- 
ous school committees in the paat 
has never been large enough ade- 
quately to keep up the building. 
The time, therefore, has come 
when a thorough renovating job 
should be done in a complete way. 
Citizens of the town have but to 
visit the building, make their own 
inspections. and draw their own 
conclusions as to the needed re- 
pairs. 

The equipment in the present 
high school is totally inadequate 
in many ways, especially in the 
Science laboratory and in the 
home economics department. The 
teachers are working under un- 
surmountable difficulties in trying 
to give the students satisfactory 
training in these courses since 
they are constantly faced with the 
problem of inadequate equipment. 
Proper sewing machines are need- 
ed, various types of kitchen units, 
cooking. equipment and utensils 
are needed. Since many of the 
girls who graduate from our high 
school do not go to college but 
find employment doing domestic 
work, or similar work in institu- 
tions, they should receive a much 
better foundation in their high 
sehoo] training. 

The science laboratory is as 
lacking in equipment as the home 
economics department, and should 
have considerable money spent on 
additional demonstration facilities 
and student work benches. 

In this same project equipment 
is being asked for to set up a 
commercial unit whereby type- 
writing, shorthand, bookkeeping 
and general business practices can 
be taught the students. There has 
been considerable demand for this 
in Northfield for some years now, 
and it is felt that the town should 
do something about meeting this 
demand. The commercial anit 
would probably use the room that 
is now occupied by the home eco- 
nomics department and that de- 
partment moved to one of the 
basement rooms. It is hoped that 
the other basement room may de- 
velop into a place where handi- 
craft may be done to aid the boys 
in some form or other. 

Many needs of the high school 
an atated here are expenses which 
the town will have to assume in 
the very near future. It seems ad- 
visable, therefore, at this time 
when the government is willing to 
share in these expenses that the 
town avail itself of the opportani- 
ty of having these much needed 
repaira done at an actual saving 
to the townspeople.

Using its own springs, electric 
machinery cools water that runs 
through the milk cooling appara- 
tus and refrigerates milk until it 
is shipped. Milk and cream are the 
only products produced on the 
farm that find an outside market. 

Manufacturer of milk and 
cream since 1910, the Tenney 
farm has never entered the retail 
field, finding its markets with 
large dealers in eastern cities. 

Work of remodeling the farm 
to handle the new retail business 
is rapidly approaching completion. 

Tenney, a farm hand 28 years 
ago, was fired with the ambition 
to own a large dairy farm. Rent- 
ing a house which he later bought, 
he secured the needed funds 
through the aid of friends and 
secured possession of the farm 
“on the meadows” to which he has 
added many acres during the 
passing years. 

Tenney, winner of more than 
18 silver and five gold medals on 
the milk production of his cattle, 
supervises personally the many 
details incidental to the manage- 
ment of 400 acres of land and 
property. He has served as super- 
intendent of streets, as selectman 
and as an assessor of the town of 
Northfield as well as town director 
of the extension service. He is 
married and has six children. 

Raymond Tenney, associated 
with his elder brother, joined him 
only three months ago. Like his 
brother, he is a native of North- 
field.
